We bave for some time been aware that the
wellknown  lawyer Connt  Joaunes way
eogaged in mivute and patient investigation
of the cvidence reapecting the murder of My,
Nalban, for the purpose of dstecting "the
minrderers and bringing them to jnstics, His
invesligations are not yst cowplete, and the

whole of (ho proofs be desms necessary to |

prepare Lhe case or trial are not yet collectead.
But ke has gone far enoupgh to make it, 1o
his judgmwent, advisable to publish the main
pertion of his discoveries; .-lTll this he has
done in the very interes'ing letter which
appeared in our colnmns on Sitarday.

The msin facts
that in the course of his investigations he
becawe convineed Lhat a ¢artain person, now
in the custody of the Cowmissioners of Ohari-
ties and Correction, koew who committaed
the murde:
tha subject; and that he finally drew from
him an avowal that such was the fact, This
man not ounly knew the murderer, bat had
actually been coneerned with him several
months before the murder in obtaining in-
formation and preparing plans of the iaterior
of Mr. Nathan's house, in order that they
migh! euter and rob it,

1he burglary was not attempted at that
time, aud the witness was arrested and im-
prisoned for some other offense. While he

wasg in prison his old associate got acciss to |
of |

him, snd borrowed from him the suit
clothes in which the crime was committed
and the iron dog or “‘rung” whioh served as
the instriment of death.

One fact respecting this iron tool was first
revealed by this witness, namely, that it had
been eul off so that it conld be wmora coave-
niently carried. On exawmination this proves
to be so.

After the murder the witvess was again
visited by the assussin, who admitted to him

that he bad killed Mr. Nathan, and told him |

that the last words of the murdered geutle-
man were, “‘Harmen, is that you?" supposing
it to be oneof his sons who had coms into
his bedroom ard wakened him from the
slumber into which he had fallen.

Armed with this evidence, and with the
various nlinses of the assassin, the investiga-
tor next seeks to find bim. Ile discovers
him by lenrning of the arrest for larceny of a
wan bearing one of these alinses. He visits
him, snd finds that his appearance corres
ponds to the description that had besen given.

The arrested thief is left-handed, like ths
mwurderer. Like the murderer, he has had
his right band mutilated, so that it shows
but four fingers, the number marked in bload
upon the wall of Mr. Nathan's bed-room.
Like the murderer, he is cross-ayed. He gives

several alinses which the murderer was in the

babit of wusing. His features, carefully
sketched, are identified by the wituess as
those of the murderer. IHis history, care-
fully investigated, shows that he is a man to
commit such a crime, and corresponds per-
fectly wilh the account given of him by the
witness,

No steps have yel been taken to confront
the nlleged murderer with the witness who

disclosed to Count Joannes the fact of his |

guilt, But that will soon co.e,
lateral circnmstances are now being explorad
in order that the chain of evidence may be
complete and incontrovertible. Then the
acoused—now in prison for grand larceny-

will be indicted, arraigned, tried, and, if the '

facls are clear. a8 they now seem, convicted.

The case, of which we have here given the |

main features only, seems to us to be a very
strong one. In this opinion we may prove
to be mistaken: but it certuinly is one of the
most remarkable and interesting concatena-
tions of circumstances and suggestions that
we have ever examined. At any rate the con-
elusion of the affair, and let us hope the de-
cision of justice, cannot now be much looger
delayed.

THE PACIFIC RAILROADS
GOVERNMENT,
From the N, Y. Timea,

Mr. Boutwell's vigilant gnavdianship of the
Treasury has brought to light one purpose of
the Pacific Railroad Companies, which, thongh
often suspected, has not beon till now
avowed, The conduet of the Government
towards these companies has been marked
Ly profuse liberality. It aided them witk
land grants in extent exceeding minor
principalities of Lurope, and with bonds
amounting in the aggregate to more than
gixty-fonr millions of dollars. The lands
piven, properly managed, should realize
wore than the cost of the roads, I'he bonds
are an advance, repayable by the com-
panies at the end of thirly years from their
date—the Government being reaponsible to
the holders for the principal when due, and
for the interest as it acerues. 'The libarality
of the Government did not end here. Origi-
pally, its bonds constituted a first morteage
upon the roads, their egnipment and lands,
but subsequently the companies ware allowad
to issue other bonds. constituting a first lisn,
and redueing the ¢laim of the Government
to the grade of asecond mortgage., More
munificent assistance was never renderad to
sny enterprise; and the least the companies
can do in return is to promptly repay the
interest paid by the Government in their
Lehalf.

Instead of fulfilling obligations thus in-
curred, the companies are devising methods
of evading them. The inlerest paid on the
bonds has to tns time amounted to $3,515,-
M549, The sum repaid in the transportation
of troops, Government freight, and mails, is
g2 017, 40005,  The amounnt due the Govern-
ment on the interest account is, therefore,
pot less than #6,507,551°51, and every half-
yvear increasen the ligures. Ave we to infer,
then, that the Pacific Railrond Compnnies ave
not able to meet their obligations ¥ Ave thair
roads so unprodnelive that the tax-pavers
must femi-snnnally contribute the interest on
gixty-fonr millions to avert from the compa-
nies financial disceredit ? Nothing of the kind.
The companies themsslves do not plaad
poverty—they publicly advertise their
abundant prosperity., They have simply
chosen not to pay the Treasury what they
owe it. For a time they took no noties of
applications for payment—they even claimed
an amount as due for services renderad to the
Government. Mr., Boutwell, however, has
not only firmly refused to allow the Traasury
to be further vietimized. but has insisted
upon bringing the matter to an issuse by re-
ferring to the Atlorney-General the (uestion
of liability, Compelled to define their posi-
tion, the companies have thrown off disguise
and set up a plea of non-liability for interost
except to the extent of  one-half
the sums earned by transporting troops or
maila in the service of the Government. And

| lawyers of repute furnish an ingenious bat

a far-fetched sand, in the main, technical
argument in support of the plea. It isa case
of hair-splitting to enable the companies to
throw on the tax-payers a burden which, in
the judgmentof the publie, belongs to the
roads, Theopinion of the Attorney-General
sustaine Mr. Boutwell, declares the cowm-
panies liable for the interest as it becomes
due, and suggests means for protecting the
Government from the flagrant wrong contem-
plated by the compaunies.

There is no disposition, we believe, to look
grudgingly upon the munificence with which
the Government hastened the construction of
the Pacific road and its branches. The work
required encouragement, and the conntry
rendered it without stint. The liberality
which gave success and prosperity to the
companies interested should have called
forth some better return than an attempt to
evade an obligation concerning which ne
doubt has berectofore existed in the publie
mind. What holes a lawyer's eye may ds-
tect in the legislation upon the subject is a
matter of small moment. The equity is
clear, and according to the Attorney-Goene-
ral 0 i8 the law, The understanding
has always been that an advance
of upward of sixty.four millions in money, in
addition to a vast territory and wmost valuable
privileges, formed the measure of ths sncoor
afforded by the Government. It was enough
that the Government loaned its credit for the
principal. and made itself responsible for the
interest 5o long s the companies were unable
to meet it. That stage is passed. The com-
penies boast of large earnings in excess of
current expenses. ‘They are, on their own
showing, able to repay the interest that hes
been paid on the bonds issued by the Gorern-
ment for their beneft.

Unless the Government can enforoe its
claim for repaymwnt, the eifect will be to
swell the Treasury advances, in thirty years,
to an amount far exceeding the value of the
roads. Assume that the Government must
go on paying the interest for that period: the
amount which the companies will at its ex-
piration owe will be, as Mr. Akerman says,
‘‘rearly treble the principal of the bonds."”
While the indebtedness of the companies
contipues thus to inerease, their aasets becoms
less. Every acre of land they sall lessens the
security 'of the Government for the eventual
peyment of its debt. This oconsideration
alove would seem to be conclusive. Thers
bas bern gross recklessness in che railroad
legisletion of Congress, but we ars not pre-
pared to believe that those who furnished
princely aid to the Pacific companies ever
contewplated a contingency like thia,

With the Atlorney-General and the equitios
of the case on his side, we trust that Mr.
Boutwell, or & committes of Congress, will
inslitute an investigation which shall reveal
the actunl) cost of the roads, and the finanocial
irapsactions connecled with their oconstrao-
tion and mansgement, The law, as it stands,
is declared suilicient for the protectiou of the
Government imterésts—which, in this matier,
are the interests of the lax PRYEYE, But the

mind ont of bias, It is to something akin to
this Yhat the extraordinary spectacle of wel-
coming every possible form of gilt whioh
could be made to him is referable. Jomiag
for the first time ihto a cendilion of social
life in the great cities quite new to him, he
betook himself to tha idea that with fine
horges, furniture, a library, and objects of
art he could become in all respects like
those born or brad to such things.

Doubtless he
would undertake to give six lessons on a
trombone before breakfast rather than admit
his inability to extract musie from that
melodions instrument. His apparent indif-
ference as to what persons are members of
Lis Cubinet, or how long they remain therein,
is referable to the same canse. In the mat-
ter of San Domingo, Canada, and all foreign
questions, his action illustrates what we are
saying., He prides himself, fer example,
on baving once been a Demoorat. So
do a great many of the dowinant pa‘ty in
Washington. That is their chief eclaio: to
glory; and they think a great thing is done
when they select a man for offise who once
voted for Democratic casndidates. Grant has
most of the vices and none of the virtues of
the Democracy. As years ago there was a
**Young America” faction in that organiza-
tion, of the George Saunders type, who wonld
delude the people by cries for indisoriminate
annexation of every outlying place, B0 now
Grant really thinks that cry constituted the
bagis of the sucocess of Jefferson, Jackson,
and all the Democratic administrations, and
will nphold his. He vainly fancies that he
can win to his support Americans of Irish
birth by high bullying talk against England.
And the joke is lfaul he thinks his foreiga
policy is a master stroke of political fore-
thought. Instead of being _a puppet of
Butler, his uonceit paver permits him to
doubt that the Massachusctts “‘irrepressible”
is in his bands as clay in the fiagers of the
